a population twice as great as at prej- 
ent.

:ransplred to help In Its/fulfillment: The 
Southern Pacific 
Company has an- 


nounced the.fact that Its present shop* 
are too small to handle its workman* 
that plans for doubling the capacity 
have been completed. This means Ihe • 
employment of a force of at least twice 
as great as at present. Barring no town- 
or city tn Nevada, Sparks now has a 
greater payroll than any community 1» 
the state. The news comes direct from 
headquarters as will be seen from the • 
following dispatch from San Francisco: 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 10.—The 


Southern Pacific Company Is preparing 
to begin work on some extensive Im- 
provements ,at Sparks, Its new division 
terminus near Reno. The present ma- 
chine and' boiler shops are to be du- 
plicated, ' In order to provide facilities 
for more extensive repair work, ana 
a new car shop is to be built. 


The buildings are to" be erected on a 


piece of vacant ground Immediately 
east of the transfer table. The ma- 
chine and boiler shop will be substan- 
tial brick structures, and the car ,shop> 
will be a large frame building.

of Charge of Poisoning Her 


Four Months Old Child 


Mrs Farvoid \vill this morning be a 


free woman. 


Today she will be released by the 


sheriff upon the order of District At- 
torney Craig, as_ the coroner's jury, 
which completed its labors yesterday, 
failed to find her guilty of either pois- 
oning or smothering her child. 


"While the cause of the death of he? 


four months old babe is declared by 
the jury to have been the result oi 
intemperance, neglect and exposure to 
the hot sun by the mother, the Jury 
does not find her gujlty of the aired 
crime with which she was charged. 


So far as the authorities are con- 


cerned there will probably be no fur- 
ther prosecution of Mrs. Farvoid; un- 
less there are startlin'g new dev^lop- 
ments in the case until the next ses- 
sion of the grand jury. 


The jury which consisted of R. H. 


Kinney, 'Philip Krall, John Sunderland 
Jr, H X, Field, A G Fletcher, C. R. 
Carter ana C. I*. James, brought in the 
following verdict: 


"Deceased was named William Far- 


void, a native of Nevada, aged about 
four months; that he came to his 
death on the 6th day of July1, 1905, 
in said Washoe county by morasmug: 
caused by Improper nourishment and 
neglect, due to intemperance of his 
mother and exposure to the intense 
heat of the sun on the day preceding 
his death, having been found dead 'n 
said county at Keystone avenue, Reno, 
Nevada." 


The Jury first convened on Friday 


of last weeif and adjourned over until 
Monday to give the physicians time 
in which to make an analysis of the 
stomach to determine if the baby was 
poisoned. 


Dr Morrisovn and Professor "Wilson, 


who made an examination of the atom 
ach and its contents with the tiid of 
chemicals failed 
to 
find 
anything 


which would in any way establish the 
poisoning theory. 
They so testified 


at the inquest yesterday. 


Mrs. Farvold's testimony in her own 


behalf carried considerable conviction 
with "the, jury and their verdict is 
based largely upon what she herself 
told the jury. 


She stated that the day before tha 


infant's death she had walked around 
with it several hours in the sun. At 
night when she went home sjie nursed 
the child to sleep. The next morning 
when she awoke the child was dead.
